outline plans for tracing the sen­ 
der of the poison. 
I bes > is no clew to 
the 
person 
that sent the poison nor 
is 
there 
any known reason why the sender 
should wish to poison any of the 
persons named, a s far as can be 
earned. 
There is a suspicion that 
the poison was mailed by some per­ 
son wit Ii an unbalanced mind. 
Tile quinine bottles hear the la­ 
bels of a reputable 
manufacturing 
firm, and one peculiar feature of the 
ease is that two bottles, mailed six 
months apart, hear tho same stock 
of number, showing that tho per­ 
son bought several bottles of the 
quinin? at the same time, and then 
sent one by mail and held the other 
until later. 
The sender had open­ 
ed the bottles, by breaking the seal 
and removing the cork, in order to 
add Hu* strychnine to the quinine. 


Poison i- non-mailable, a statute 
of the federal penal laws 
providing 
that placing poison in the mails is 
punishable by a fine of more 
than 
$1,000 
or 
imprisonment 
of 
two 
years, and if it i- mailed with intent 
to kill or harm a person the punish­ 
ment i- to he not more 
than 
five 
years’ imprisonment or a fine of not 
more than $10,000.

RUSH IHE FIGHTING 


Push Austrians Back From Frontier, 


Forcing Them to Take up New 


Positions. 


W IT H IN 4 M ILES OF BOUNDARY

day were rushing the fighting along 
more than 300 miles of the Austro- 
Italian frontier which is 480 miles 
long.

Wilding, the great Australian tennis 
champion in the English campaign 
around 
the 
Dardanelles, 
tennis 
players in New York have not ceas­ 
ed to talk of his wonderful record. 
Ami in the discussion of Manhat­ 
tan tennis fans there has been heard 
much about the untimely death of a1 
* 
man who has been of as much valuef 
to the world as W ilding. The young 
tennis champ 
was a lieutenant 
in 
the Loyal Marine Corps and lie went 
to his death as bravely and as calm­ 
ly 
as lie ever faced 
an 
opponent 
across Cie net. Ile was in the prime 
of his career and rated as the great­ 
est man who ever handled a racket 
in the history of the game. 
Wilding was born in New Zealand 
in 188.1 and was thirty-two year- 
old. lie began his tennis career when 
sixteen years old but he did not leap 
into fame until around 1905 when lie 
made his first appearance as an in­ 
ternational contender in the Davis 
Cup matches. 
Wilding aided Norman Brookes in 
winning the Davis cup for Austra­ 
lia in 1908. In the same year Wild- J 
mg, played beside Ritchie, won the 
Kmdi-h double- title.

The crisis through which we arc 


passing has brought forcibly to our 
minds the urgent need of an army 
reserve for use in time of national 
neril. It should be a force inexpen- 
jive to maintain, yet effective for 
immediate service when our country 
is invaded. 


The best, most practical and by 


far the least expensive method of 
maintaing such a force would be to 
remove the National Guard, or state 
militia, from state supervision and 
place it unreservedly under the con- 
trol of the federal government, as a 
reserve corps of the regular army. 


It could then be brought up to a 


maximum 
strength of 5(10,000 
in 


time,s of peace, 
properly officered 


and equipped, and would be a valu- 
able support to the regular army in 
the initial stages of an invasion end 
pending the raising of an army 
of 


volunteers, a proceeding 
which re- 


quires 
many 
mouths of 
valuable 


time. 


Its presence as a federal 
armed 


force in the several states would act 
:is a great deterrent 
upon the law- 


less element than it would as a state 
organization of militiamen, i'or the 
strong 
arm 
of (he 
governmcMit 


readies i'ar and shows little of fav- 
oritism.

ed to talk of his wonderful record. 


And in the discussion of Manhat- 


tan tennis fans there has been heard 
ranch about the untimely death of a 
man who has been of as much value 
to the world as Wilding. The young 
tennis champ was a, lieutenant 
in 


the Hoyal Marine Corps and he went 
to his death as bravely and as calm- 
ly as he ever faced an 
opponent 


across the net. lie was in the prime 
of his career and rated as the great- 
est man who ever handled a racket 
in the history of the game. 


Wilding was born in New Zealand 


in 1883 and was thirty-two years 
old. He began his tennis career when 
sixteen years old but he did not leap 
into fame until around 1005 when he 
made his first appearance as an in- 
ternational contender in the Davis 
Cup matches. 


Wilding, aided Norman Brookes in 


winning the Davis cup for Austra- 
lia in IPOS. In the same year Wild- 
ing, played beside Ritchie, won the 
English doubles title.

their laurels from them.

"Scientists are now 
convinced," 


says the latest news letter of the 
Agriculture Department, "that the 
moon has no more influence on the 
crops than it has on the temperature 
or the amount of rain or the winds 
or any other clement. The growth 
of plants depends upon the amount 
of food in the soil and in the 
air 


that is available for them and upon 
the temperature, light and moisture. 
The moon obvdously does not effect 
the-diameter of the soil in any way, 
neither docs it affect the composit- 
ion of the atmosphere. The only re- 
maining way in which it could in- 
fluence plant growth, therefore is by 
light. 
Recent experiments 
show, 


however, that full daylight is about 
000,000 
times brighter than 
full 


moonlight, yet when 
a plant gets 


one-thousandth part of normal day- 
light it thrives little better than in 
absolute darkness .If one thousand- 
th part of daylight is thus too lit- 
tle to 
stimulate a plant it seems 


quite certain 
that a 000,000 part 


cannot have any effect at all. It is 
therefore a mere waste of time to 
think about the moon in connection 
with the planting of crops.
